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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner respectfully traverses Applicant's 
argument that the Pedrazzini reference does not inherently teach the creation of a magnetic field to oppose eddy currents. 

The Examiner points to the Abstract of the Pedrazzini reference for object evidence that in fact there is an Inherent teaching in the 
Pedrazzini of generating a magnetic field to oppose eddy currents. Abstract (A voice coil motor control circuit provides control signals to 
a voice coil motor circuit drive that is coupled to a voice coil motor. A current sensing resistor is coupled in series with the voice coil 
motor. The control circuit includes a sense amplifier having inputs that couple to the current sensing resistor and includes a feedback 
circuit that includes an input and also includes an output that couples to the voice coil motor driver. In a first mode of operation, the 
feedback circuit input is coupled to an output of the sense amplifier. The control circuit also includes an inverting operational amplifier. 
In the first mode of operation, the inverting operational amplifier is bypassed. In a second mode of operation corresponding to 
deployment of a read/write head from a parked position onto the disc, the inverting operational amplifier is coupled in series between the 
sense amplifier output and the feedback circuit input. As a result, a velocity of the voice coil motor is more precisely and accurately 
controlled.) 

The Examiner notes that in the second configuration the sense amplifier output will produce a current, which will then produce a 
corresponding magnetic field in the voice coil, which will then react to any eddy currents, produced which are detected through the 
sensing resistor. The feedback system described in the Abstract teaches that any currents produced by the system will be compensated 
for which then results in a more accurately controlled velocity. This improved accuracy requires that eddy currents be accounted for, thus 
the Pedrazzini reference teaches the generation of a current or magnetic field to compensate for eddy currents. 
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
